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A Wonderful ( Open-Air Theatre. 


A Talk from Glasgow, by A: Parry Gunn. 


"HE, first—and in many respoots the greatest 
Hlowsoming of the theatre into a fully 
leveloped art form happened in ancient: Greece 
in the eity of Athens. For hundreds of years, 
Grama had’ been slowiy evolving out of the 
hhymns and dances porformed round the altar af 
Diouyaas, In the filth century before Christ, 
the Athenians had built. the great theatre of 
jnmyais, on the Acropolis hill, and had pro. 
duced in it tragic masterpieces, 

"The beginning of ths filth century before 
Christ found Greece rising to the crest of m 
wave of intense ational consciousness, and 
timulated by the impulse of & great national 
Struggle, Out of the spisit engendered. by soch 
conditions, great dramatic art is. horn. 


Taking it Seriously. 

‘Tho intense national conciousness of th 
century Greece ized upon tho rudimentary 
drama and developed it into. a perfect instri 
tment for the expremion and furtherance of the 
rational feelin 

So it ie that the Grock drama always centres 
round the heroic conflicts of man with the gods 
—awho, in ‘seeming to. curb ‘his destiny, sym 
Dolized the dark, inscrutable forces of nature. 

‘To the Grecks, therefore, a theatrical per 
formance was not an easy entertainraent 
to beguile the lazy hours between after-dinner 
find bedtime. Te was not an caoteric ans 
ment for a select fow. Tt was, in the fullest 
tense, a communal festival, in which every 
inhabitant of State, from the most 
venerable senator down to the humblest slave, 
took part

‘An Altar on the Stage. 

‘Thus, when the Athenians made for the 
ema a permanent theatres, they dick not build 
‘9 sinall, insignificant place which would hold

An Heroie Age 

‘The early ffUh century in Greece was an 
heroic age. Tt built its theatre, on ash herale 
scale, and therefore the dramatist who desired to 
‘vin the prize awarded by popular approval of his 
‘work, bad to east his plays in an herolo mould, 

"Tho Greek theatre, aa T have said, wae an 
jinmense, semi-cireular amphitheatre some 3) 
feet in diameter, ext out of the hillside, open 
to the eky, with tier upon tier of marble 
accommodating more than 31,000 people, 
vast audience looked down upon an open, 
tessllated space (about 80 fect’ in, diameter) 
called. the orchestra 

‘AL the back of the orchestra was a roofed: 
architectural structiie with three doors init, 
through which the actors made their entrances 
fand exits, ‘There iz now fairly genceal agree 
amenit among archwologists “that m0 raised 
stage existed, and that all the action must have 
taken place in the orchestra, 

Now, in such, a theatre ax this of the Groeks, 
plays constructed on the pattern with which 
‘Wo are familiar today would he utterly useless. 
‘Those of you who have ever sat or stood at 
‘the back of thi gallery in the London Coliseum 
will quickly realize how insignificant must bavo 


boon the individual aotor in a theatre ten times 
as large. You will realize that it would be quite 
impossible to perceive any play of feature or 
any subtlety of or even, with 
certainty, to hear every word spoken : and yo 
will understand why the Greek actor had to 
‘wear sfilt-like boots to raise him up eo that h 
could be distinguished from the memlers of 
the chorus 


‘Mogephones for Actors. 

If you can visualize this enormous open-air 
umphithoatee, you will understand also. that 
the purpowe of the large bron mask which 
the actor held in front of his {aoe when he 
spoke was not primarily decorative, There are 
very fow human voices which could raake 
themselves audible to an audience of [90,000 
feven im an enclosed space, et alone ou a windy 
Hillide, So megaphones were used by the 
tctors. One day i occurred to an ingenious 
artist that the megaphone might with advan- 
tage be concealed, Henin the mask 

‘he chorus in Gre drama owed its presence 
to a technical necessity imposed hy the nature 
fof the Greek theatre. - Ther the conditions 1 
have outlined long, dialogue scenes would have 
heen very ineflective. Upon the actors they 
would have thrown an intolerable vocal strain, 
which must have impaired efficiency, and. the 
inevitable lack of movement would certainly 
have bored the audience, Some moans had to 
he employed for providing relief, and at. the 
game time maintaining the stmorphere of the 
play during the neccesary intervals in the 
‘ction. The Greck dramatist did the only 
possible thi 4c to the origins of 
‘drama, and there, ithe singore of chore hymns, 
he found just the relief required. 

Having heen brought “on.” the chorus 
remained in the. orehéstra throughout the 
entire play, “Thelf fontinuows prewnce this 
imporod upon the dramatist. the osceaity. of 
‘making the whole action of the drama happen 
in one place aid progress without break. And

It is with Gounod we aro concerned hore, 
and certainly the range of his genius was remark: 
able, to any the least. On the onc hand, he 
‘wrote Favat, an opera vibrant with human 
passion to the extent almost of sonsuousness ; 
then, with a tremendous wing of the penduloan, 
hhe produces The Redemption, an oratorio and 
‘one of the world’s really’ great religious muster 
pisces. A man who could do both these with 
the utmost sincerity—aud it haa been well said 
that Gounod wrote not a line which did not 
come from the-heart—might well stimulate our 
Curigsity ws to his personality which, complex 
though we might imagine it to be, is, in point 
of fact, as easily understood as the proverbial 
open book. 


‘Tho aceret of the whole matter waa thie 
hhe was both religious nnd a great artist. In 
The Redemption he gave expression to sincerely 
‘cred Uiowghts; in Faust his genius burst 
forth because the artist in him ind captured 
the spirit of Goethe's great poem and he had 
the power to make himself articulate in un. 
matched melody. 

Tn #0 far as his bent towards religion is con 
cemed, Gounod’ life is singularly reminiscent 
‘of Listt’s, sud when he was still « student of 
‘sie he was considering entering the priest- 
‘hood of the Roman Catholic Church, ‘This was 
after his return from Rome, where he had gone 
ns the remlt of winning a scholarship at the 
Conservatoire in his native city of Paris, m 
when he was still in a somewhat undecided 
‘state as to whether he should paraue a rousioal 
fcarver. From the very beginning his mother, 
who at this time was almost blind, had been 
Ddpposed to the idea of her son's becoming: a 
nidsibian, but ahe it was who now came for 
ward to keep him from the Church. 


A Glowing Tribute. 


Gounod’s mother had a great influence upon 
ther son's life. His father had died when the boy 
‘was five years old—Gounod was born in 1818— 
And she had taken in hand his edueation, How 
deep was the composer's affection for his mother 
may be gauged from his own words; IPT 
fave worked any good, by word ar deed, during 
ny life, Towe it to my mother and to her T give 
the praise. She narsed me, she brought me 
up, she formed me; not in her image, alas !— 
‘that would have been too fair. But tho fault 
fof what ip lacking Hew with me and mot with 
he.”

One or two horses are always Kept on the ranch 
for this purpose, "The éorral is a wired enck 
and the horses are driven into this and then 
the cowboys voloct their mounts for the day's 
work, Sometimes each cowhoy takes » two 
mounts sith him; it depoads on tho nature 
of the work to be Having caught your 
horse, the nest thing is to put on the native 
saddle, which is a sheepskin, and then mount ; 
fasier tid. than done, for the ponies out there

prairie horses are, you most remember, wild 
homies ancl have not been broken in—that i ta 
say, those vee have to count.

Well, we have counted thom, and our next job 
jn to gather up the eattlo in unother district, so 
that a buyer from one of tho big cold storage 
companies in Buenos Aires can seloct which ho 
wants. These men are very expert wt their work 
‘and they can tell the woight of a live anigal 
within a pound or two, The eattlo are gathere 
into a big rough ciele, ealled-im Spaniah,ode 
fand they move round and round, ‘There a 
ntod ridors allround them to keep them fro 
ng away. ‘The buyer ix mounted on the 
‘outside of tho circle and from time to time he 
points out the animal he wants, ‘The head cowboy
